A FULL CONFESSION. -

The Chesterfleld Fire-Flend Tells
What He Knows About
House-Burning.

Hildrey Page, the young colored man who

+is under sentence of death for burniog in

the pight-time & dwelling on the farm of Col-
onel Frank G. Ruffio, in Chesterfield county,
is confined in the jail of this city. He was
long employed “by Colonel Ruffin as a sta.
ble-hand, asd during the year 1874 used his
leisure moments in fring all the build-
ings on the place. He applied the torch
twelve or thirtern times, and succeeded in
causing the total destruction of four or five
houses, including an out-bouse usually occu-
pied by farm-hands, for which crime he was
tried and convicted.

Yesterday moroing a representative of this
paper went to the jail Lo bave some conversa-
tion with thecondemned. He is confined in
one of the strongest cells the prison affords.
In the night he wears shackles, chained to
the floor. In the day-time they are taken off
and replaced by a ball and chain, and he
is allowed to wulk about the inper jail yard.
Deputy Sergeant Briggs opened the heuvily-
barred gute leadidg into this yard, and called
out *“Hildrey Page.,” Hildrey was no doubt
in his cell then, and prebably could not
hear; but two or three of the other
prisoners repeated the call, and he re-
sponded “Here,” As bhe came forth he
slung the bLall, which is fustened to his
leg Ly a clasp and chain, over his shoulder,
and walked to whete Mr. Briges, Mr. John
Wren, and the representative of the Dis-
paich were standing, He was asked if he
bad anything to say which he cared to have
published. He withoutbesitatien replied that
Le bad no objection to telling anything he
koew. Lookingat him, s be tulked in 2 mild
ard ratker carcless way, there was notziny
to indicatea brutal or ferocious churacter. He
iz seventeen.or eighteen years of age, butap-
pears teventy ortwenty-one, sud isfull-grown.
On Lis upper lip there is tbe first fuint symp-
toms of o moustache, His fuce seems likean
Lonest one, und bis eves are clear and kindly,
but a little restless.  His hair is cut mode-
rately close, and-he wears a dark cap.  He js
manly i form, apd so far from revealing bis
true chavacter by bisappesrance,is more pre-
possesting than negroce of Lis age usually
arc

e corversed in a quictsort of way, and
used Lut fesy words, but was altogether at
casc.,

Hisframe
of mind is uot what may be called cheerful,
por ou the otiier huod is he thoroughly cast
down. 1tis difficult to understand his feel-
ings. e is tolerably intelligent, and his be-
havior in prison is gzood, Fromthe fuct that
some books of an immoral cbarncter were
found upon bis person when be was arrested
it is supposed he can read, and that in
otber respects than incendiarism be bas been
deviating frow the strict paths of virtueand
honesty,
